Spanish Slave Ship.— We have recei- 
ved from Wr. P. Lovett, chief officer of 
the Jessore, Capt. Meacon, which vesse' 
arrived vesterday at New York from 
Carton. the following account of an 
dent which occurred during her passage. 
“On Sundsy morning, August 11th, i 
lat. 1 40 South, and long. 30 60 West, 
as we were running off before the wind 
with a five knot breeze from the South 
east, at day light we made a sail astern, 
standing on the same course, and unde: 
easy sul, At 1030 A. M., then bein. 
about two mi'és distwnt, to surprise 


he rounded to to show his Lrondsade, rar 
‘up the Spansh flag, and fired a gun, to 


which we respouded by displaying th: 

American ensign. He theo kept off be- 
fore the wind, and we both stood on tly 

same course as before. In about fifteen 
minutes, having diminished the distance 
to about a mile and a half. he again jul- 
fed up, and threw a heavy shot, apparent- 
ly from a long twenty four pounder. 
which struck the water about our leng'h 
ahead. passing huta few feet from th 

lower studding sail. We then hauled ‘tn 
our studding sail, and laid the maintopsai! 
to the mast, waiting his approach. The 
brig then ran down wll within long hail- 
ing drstance, hove to the windward, and 
sent her bort elongside, (no hail saving 
passed) with two others, who requesird « 
sup;.ly of provisions, for which they offer- 

edto pay. They reported her name the 
San Juan, eleven days from the African 
coast, with thiee hundred slaves on Sorrd 

bound to St. Jago, and had been chased 
off the coas’ by an English man-of wa.

The brig was appareotly American built 

of about 300 tons, heavily armed with two 
long twenlysiour or thirty-two pound 
pivot guns, also four smailer ones, nnd 
manned with a crew of upwards of fort, 
‘meo.

No! it only goes to show thet 
some men, through craft, cunning, deception. 
and corruption, are lording it over God's beri- 
tage. To use the langvage of « writer on the

“And whocan wonder that it is eo when 
such incentives are held out to idlenese? L- 
boris degraded. In one half of our Un'on it 
‘sa Cisgroce for a white manto work. To ge! 
in honest living he must place himse!f on a par 
with the despised slave. And the same influ- 
ence is crushing down the working man here 
and every where. He is not considered so 
respectable asthe Vampyre who sponges his 
living from the fruits of unrequited toil. The 
embrowned face and hard hands of labor do 
notenter the parlors of the idle rich, unless in 
the capacity of serfs. 

Labor i+ a'so shunned, becauas it is falsely 
nganized,if indeed it be organized at all. Ik 
‘smado monotonous. Peop!e work ferever 
me thing—making the head of a pin perhaps 
Vo change, no variety. Labor is a'so unsucial. 

\ life-time is spent in solitary toil or in the 
company of those fur whom we have no fe'low 
feeling. The lew of the group is not respect. 
ed. A majority of laborers are hired. They 
feel no interest in théir work. It is half their 
abject to killtime and save their strength.— 
The industrious minority likewise toil thre: 
imes as long xe nature will bear. Thev ar 
dying of overwork. The business of life ir 
not adapted to the taste or capacity of the opr- 
rator. Half the world never finds owt whey 
they are best able to do. Circumstances deter- 
mine the occupation. In Lowell girls choose 
to stand fourteen hours in a factory, because 
‘hey can find nothing else todo In Boston 
hey mey etitch, stitch, etitch eternally, upon 
lop-work ina garret, or like » nan withdrawn 
from society to enjov the solitude of an under- 
ground kitchen. The most bri'liant minds. 
the richest affections, naturc’s nobles, ports. 
and artists, are buried alive. Fulton is mess. 
iring off tape in your shops. Reuben is grind 
ng clay ia your brickvards. Michael Angelo 
the scavenger of your streets, Dogber- 
y is your dispenser of justice, and Sancho 
Panza your chief magistrate. The world is 
mut of joint. There is no adaptation of indus- 
‘ty togenius. No wonder that labor is repug. 
sant, end that all avoid it who can.” 

So far so good, or so evil. as you please to 
eel on the subject: bet this is mot all: God 
n°ver meant to bemean bis creation, especially 
sis own image, because they had to labor:— 
no; never; God himvelf according to the good 
vid bowk labored on this world, six days; and 
when Adam was animated from clay to life, 
vy bis epirit’s making use of him fora dwell- 
ug, we read that God put him into the gar- 
jen dress it :—Therefore, in connection with 
the semp'es of all holy men, we are bound to 
sonor the laboring man: and despise the idler. 

The old proverb, that “he that will not work, 
shall not eat,” iva justone; end although the 
rich $? who “govern the weld too much,” 
are estcemed as che front rank of the worid, in 
pvint of feshion, fame, honur, honesty and tal- 
ent, yet, the day is coming and now is, when 
they moat be weighed in the balance and found 
wanting. Soloman, the wise man said :— 

‘There is an evil which I have seen under 
the sun, and itis common among men: A man 
to whom God hath given riches, wealth, and 
honor, #0 that he wanteth nothing fur his soul 
of all that he desireth, yet God giveth him not 
power to eat thereof, but a stremger eateth it: 
thie is vanity, and it is an evil disease.” 

The great fault is, “riches” curse the man 
who has them, unless he makes them a bles- 
ing to ochets, No matter how much a man 
enjoys tife, if he makes others es happy in 
proportion as he is. 

The rich, the learned, the wise and the no- 
ble, in the true parlanec of the world aow, have 
laid heavy burthens upon the shoulders of the 
poor; and truly one third of the world of man- 
kind, has to carry the rest upon their backs 
and be spurred and whipped atthat. But 
there isa great change at hence for the saints: 
rlet them labor like men, prepare for that au 
gust hour; when Babylon and all her worldly 
wisdom; her various delicacies; and delusive 
fashions, shal! fall with her to rise and trouble 
the earth no more! What a glorious prospect. 
to think that drunken Babylon, the great city 
of sin, will soon cease, and the kingdom of God 
tise in holy splendor, upon her ashes, and the 
neuple serve God in a perpetual onion! The 
metchante and great men of the earth must 
prepare to mourn: Alas, alas! that great city! 

O saints, saints! inasmuch as the almighty 
haw displayed, and will display his “hand 
work’ for the glory and benefit of his sninis. 
nis covenant people, will you not arise, anc 
shake your garments, cleansing them from th« 
dust, and epots of corruption, idleness and fol- 
iv, and show your faith by your works. God 
will e20n make a man more precious then fine 
gold. Do you know il? Let the world traffic, 
'we must mako men better by wisdom, viriue, 
and industry. 


THE TRADES. 

On Tuesday evening the 15th inst., 
Commiitees from several of the trades in 
this city, met at the Masoniz Hall, accor - 
ding to last week's notice. and after they 
han been addressed oa the best method of 
carrying on busineas for the benefit of 
the whole without creating monopolies, 
(by the general committee. and others,) 
the following reports from several of the 
chairmen of trades’ committecs: were 
made. 

James Carroll, from the weavers, re- 
ports that about ten weavers were read; 
to enter upon business; end that afier 
looms were provided, they could weave 
shirting, sheeting, jancs, sattinet, cass. 
netis, Indies’ shawls, and ginghams, and 
several calico printers were ready t« 
manufacture that article. Arrangements 
were made to send for wool, cotton and 
cotton yarn. 

T. Turley, Chairman of the Commit- 
teo on blacksmithing being sick did not 
make a report, though it was understood 
from others that edge tools of every des- 
cription. and other articles, could te af. 
forded cheaper than to import them. 

Messrs Adams §& Rust, Reported upon 
shoe manufacturing. giving a list of pri- 
ces highly satisfactory, showing the great 
benefit of supporting home made work; 
proving that the west can casily compete 
with the east. 

J. Smith represented the carpenters: 
They had not entered upon any plan as

He had never 
heen in.roduted to ‘economy,’ and when 
n donation replenished his pocket, being 
among characters in high life, for a briet 
space, instead of sending five dollars to 
his needy family. he bought himself a 
pair of ‘silk drawers.’ So, gentle reader, 
you can save a peony or throw away a 
dollar; lay up a dime or loose an eagle;

Consequently we are under the necessity of 
making & ceparate list of all properties received 
where receipts have been given, and keeping 
qhat list until the receipts are presenced for 
reewrd, 

Now inesmuch as the “books will be open- 
ed”? as evidence of our faithfulness in the day 
of the Lord and not ‘the receipts,” we would 
advise all to bring their receipts as early as pos, 
wble and have them duly recorded, that their 
Dames may be found amongst the number of 
the faithful in that book which will bear testi- 
mony as to our faithfulness in attending to the 
taw of tithing and consecration.

RESTORATION OF THE JEWS. 

There is at this time « singular and exciting 
movement among the Jews of Europe in rela- 
tion to their restoration, Great divisions have 
taken place in Frankford and other cities, a- 
mong congregationa, on the subject of reforms. 
repudia’ing great portions of the laws of the 
Rbbioists and Talmudists, and conforming in 
a measure to the syurit of the times and the 
march of improvement; and the same time, the 
severe oppresaions of Russia towarcs this an- 
cient peop'e, carried out through the influence 
»f that power in eo veral of the German princi- 
palities, secm to preeide some important ad_ 
vent, which at this moment keeps them in’ 
zreatexcitement. Those who have means, | 
and instigated by pious zeal, believe the pe- 
riod at herd when they areto return to Zion, 
are wending their way down tle Danube and. 
Dniester, towards Jerura'em and the sirivale 
atthe Holy City are so numerous that accomo- 
dations are diffieult to be obtained, and a large 
ceravaneera, we under-tand, is in the progress 
of cr ction, to sccomodate sevcra’ hundred. — 
Many are residing ot Buyroot, Jaffa, Hibren, 
and the egrrounding villages; the Jewish popu- 
lation of Jerusalem, net generally exceeding 
3000, it is supposed hes increased to 40.090, a! 
the present time. The persecutions of Russia 
have induced the D-von t» extend every pro- 
tection and facility to the Jews, who number 
100 000 at Cons’antinople, and the Sultan, by 
this stroke of policy, hes drawn round him ma- 
ny of the powerful bankers of that nation. A 
sanhedrim of the learned men of the nation, it 
is enid, will be held at Jerusalem, to discuss al 
the proposed reforms in the religion whieh do 
netreach any of the cardinal principals, but 
the mere ceremonials of .hat faith. The Jews 
have another great friend in lbraheam Pacha. 
the new Viccroy of Egypt, who was their great 
protector while in command of Syria. Great 
results in the fulfilment of the propecies, are 
shadowed forth in these movements, in the 
mean time the European Jews are becoming 
hard studen's, and striking out boldly in th: 
paths of science, cultivat ng literature and the 
arte, and preparing themselves in many res- 
pects, toacquire a claim on the good feelings 
and protecting influence of the Christ.en pow- 
ers. The Jewish periodical! press is constant. 
ly receiving edditionse te ite number, among 
which we notice, “The Chronies leraelits,” at 
Gibraltar, “The first fruits of the West,” at Ja 
maica,“ The Sydney Voice of Jacob,” at Aus- 
tralia, and upwarda of twenty periodicals devo- 
ted to the literature and religion of the Jews. 
They are elso cultivating the a:ts to a consid- 
erable extent, In the “Exposition de L’Indas- 
irie,”’ at Paris, we find a long list of Jewish ar- 
tisane, including several successfully produc- 
tions, for which they have received medals. 
Among them we notice snnimometirs, 
drometcrs, and horologics! tools, locks, o! 
cloths. bronzed quill pens, fine cloihe, carpets, 
and hangings, fire arms, morocco leathers, 
cashmeres, goldem th’s work, serapbinee, print- 
ing ink, sealing wax, &e., &e.

THE RECENT DISCUVERIES 
IN ARABIA. 


We have before us a letter from 
Bishop Doane giving a further inter- 
esting account of the remarkable in- 
scriptions found on some ancieat mon- 
uments near Adon, on the coast of 
Hadramant, and first deciphered by 
Rev. C. Foster, of England. These 
records, it is said restore to the world 
its earliest written language, and car- 
ry us back to the time of Jacob, and 
within 500 vears of the flood. 

The inscriptions are in three parts. 
The longest.is of ten lines, engraved 
on a smooth piece of rock forming one 
side of the terrace at Hisn Ghorab. 
Then there are three short lines,found 
on a small rock on the summit of the 
There are also two lines found 
near the long inscriptions, lower down 
the terrace. They all relate to one 
transaction, an incident in Adite his. 
tory. The tribe of Ad, according to 
Mr. Sale, were descended from Ad. 
the son of Aws, or Uz, the son of A- 
ram, the son of Shem, the son of Noah. 
The event recorded in the rout and 
entire destruction of the sons of Ac. 
and Arab tribe, by the Aws or tribe 
of Ad, whom they invaded. In Mr. 
Fuster’s book fac-similes are given of 
the inscription; the Aditic and the 
Hamyaritic alphabet; and a glossary 


containing every word in them, its de- 
rivation an! its explanation; with | 


notes of copious illustration upon eve- 
ry point which they involve. The 
first inscription of ten lines is thus 
translated: 


We dwelt, living long luxuriously, in 
the zenanas of this spacious man- 
sion; our condition exempt from 
misfortune and adversity. Rolled 
in through our channel 

The sea, swelling against our castle 
with angry surge; our fountains 
flowed with murmuring fall, above 

The lofty palms; plan- 
ted dry dates in our valley date 


We hunted the young mountain-goats 
and the young hares, with gins and 
snares; Lagniling we drew for the 
fishes. 

We walked with slow, proud gate, in 
needle-worked, many colored silk 
vestments, in whole silks, in grass 
green chequered robes. 

Over us presided kings, far removed 
from baseness,and stern chastisers 
of reprobate and wickedmen. They 
noted down for us, according to the 
doctrine of Heber, 

Good judgments, written in books to 


be kept: and we proclaimed our be- } 


lief in miracles, in the resurrection, 

in the return into the nostrils of the 

breath of life. 

Made an inrvad robbers, and would du 
us violence; we rode forth, we and 
our generous yeuth, with staff and 
sharp-pointed spears; rashing on- 
ward 

Proud champions of our families and 
wives: fighting valiently,. upon 
coursers with long necks, dun-col- 
oured, iron-grey, and bright bay. 

With our swords still wounding and 
piercing our adversaries, un il char- 
ging home, we conquered and crush- 
ed this refuse of mankind. 

The short inscription in three lines 
reads thus: 

With hostile haste, the men of crime 

We assailed; onward rushed 

Our horses, and trampled them under 

foot. 

The two line inscription, which is 
under the long inscription, in the ter- 
race, is as follows: 

Livided into parts, and inscribed from 
right to left,and marked with points, 
this song of Sarasa Dzerahh. 

Transpierced, and hunted down, and 
covered their faces with blackness 
Aws the Bent Ac. 

On the subject of these inscriptions, 
Mr. Foster, in his dedication of his 
book to the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
thus remarks: i 

“What Job (who living in the oppo- | 
site quarter of Arabia, amid the sands

{lasting material within reach on which | 


to perpetuate his thoughts) so earnest- 
ly desired, stands here realized,——“Oh, |} 
thatmy words were now written! Oh

revelation than theirs.) For I know 
that my Redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth; and though, after my skin.

behold, and not another.” 

But it is not the antiquity of these 

monuments, however high, which 

constitutes their value; it is the pre- 

cious central truths of revealed re- 

vealed religion which they reeord and 

which they have handed down from 

the first ages of the post deluvian 

world, that raise them Pot all price. 

Viewed in this respect, they strike at 

the very root of skepticism, and leave 

not even his own hollow ground be- 
neath the feet of the unbeliever. For, 
if what the infidel analy would bring

Christianity, stands here, registered as 
the primeval faith of mankind, there 
is an end, atonce, to the idle sophis- 
try of unbelief. The inscription on 
the rock of Hisn Ghorab, a contempo- 
tary witness of the faith of the most 
incient of the old Arabians, changes 
the state of things, placing beyond the 
cavils of skepticism itself, at once, the 
fact and the purity of their Belief in 
the scriptural doctrine of the resur- 
rection; and presenting to the eye of 
this great Py truth, (to borrow 
the language of Mr. Burks.) “covered 
with the awful hoar of isnumerable 
ages.”
